Very  earnest  appoais  were  addressed  to  them 
by  several  of  tho  London  editors  while  the  bill  was  pend¬ 
ing,  entreating  them  not  to  array  themselves  in  opposition 
to  tbe  people.

ABBOTT  8  LECTURE  ON  MORAL  EDUCATION. 

A  Lecture  on  Moral  Education,  delivered  in 
Boston,  before  the  American  Institute  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  Aug.  26,  1831,  by  Jacob  Abbott,  has  been 
laid  on  our  table,  and  read  by  us  with  ntuch  in¬ 
terest  and  pmfit.  Professor  Abbott  draws  an  im¬ 
portant  distinction  between  moral  education  and 
moral  instruction.  He  shows,  by  many  striking 
exemplificatmna,  what  he  means  by  moral  educ^ 
tion,  or  the  cultivation  of  right  moral  feelings, 
principle  and  habits.  The  former  is  teaching 
the  pupil  what  duty  ia,  the  object  of  the  latter  is 
to  induce  and  habituate  them  to  do  it.  His  fun¬ 
damental  principle  ia  this  :  “  Keep  virtuous  prin¬ 
ciple  always  in  the  field  of  battle,  but  be  sure  so 
to  fortify,  and  encourage,  and  protect  her,  that 
she  shall  always  conquer.”  We  have  marked 
some  passages  to  be  extracted  hereafter  for  our 
Parents’  Department,  particularly  that  in  which 
he  80  beautifully  shows  the  necessity  of  authority, 
and  where  he  illustrates  the  incompetency  of 
boys  to  exercise  self  government.

church.  '  Every  Presbytery,  that  by  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  every  minister  and  every  dder  entitled 
to  a  dent  arxl  a  vhte,  hss  it  in  its  piwer  to  send 
an  orthodox  delegation  to  the 'next  General  As¬ 
sembly,  and  fails  to  do  so,  may  justly  be  regard¬ 
ed  as  incurring  a  criminal  responsibility  of  no 
ordinary  character.  The  neglected  duty  may 
oroasion  a  wound  to  the  church  that  can  nevei- 
aflerwards  be  healed.  Nor  was  it  ever  so  im¬ 
portant  in  our  church  as  at  the  present  time,  that 
orthodox  Presbyteries  should  choose  wise  men, 
and  firm  men,  to  represent  them  in  the  Assem¬ 
bly.  But  it  is  most  of  all  important  that  every 
man  elected,  whether  minister  or  elder,  unless 
prevented  by  invincible  hindrances  of  n  provi¬ 
dential  kind,  should  attend  that  body  at  the  next 
meeting.  For  the  want  of  this,  at  the  last  meet¬ 
ing,  we  were  left  in  a  minority.  We  are  fully 
aware,  beloved  brethren,  of  the  difficulty  of  a 
general  attendance  by  the  distant  members ;  and 
we  sympathize  wnth  them  deeply.  But  truly  it 
is  at  present  a  question  of  existence — the  lilei  so 
to  speak,  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  is  under 
God,  in  the  hands  of  distant  members ;  and  are 
they  not  ready,  for  the  preservation  of  that  life, 
to  make  every  necessary  sacrifice?  We  trust 
they  are,  and  that  they  wifi  not  fail  to  do  if. —

Thus,  brethren  beloved  in  the  Lord,  we  have 
endeavored  to  acquit  ourselves  of  a  trust  confi¬ 
ded  to  IIS  by  those  members  of  the  last  Assembly, 
whose  exertions  under  the  Divine  blessing,  were 
made  instrumental  in  arresting  measures  of  fear- 


supply  to  the  wants  ot  our  church  in  an  uncor¬ 
rupted  state,  and  of  being  rendered  subsidiary  to 
the  plana  and  purposes  of  voluntary  associations, 
subjMt  to  no ,  ecclesiastical  reaponaibility, 
atlopting  no  formula  of  faith,  by  which  ilieir  re¬ 
ligious  tenets  may  be  ascertained.

DfarJy  beloved  Brethren — You  must  already 
iiRve  been  in  some  measure  apprized  of  the  ha- 
zardMFiihich  the  vital  interests  of  our  beloved 
churcIiHvere  exposed,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly.  For  a  lime  it  seemed  as  if 
nothing  less  alarming  was  likely  to  ensue,  than 
the  mutilation,  if  not  the  subversion,  of  the  whole 
Presbyterian  system.  In  these  circumstances,  a 
number  ol  the  breth»en  held  meetings  for  prayer, 
and  for  conference  on  the  measures  whicli  they 
might  adopt,  with  the  best  prospect,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  of  averting  the  evils  apprehend- 
eil ;  and  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  did,  as 
they  believed,  remarkably  interpose  to  suspend 
for  a  time  the  impending  calamity.  The  Ge|)|||I 
Assembly  was  dissolved  without  carryin^^Pu 
effect  the  most  injurious  of  those  mcasuresiBhh 
had  been  projected,  and  one  ol  which — the 
entire  change  of  the  Missionary  Board — had 
been  proposed  and  urged.  Thus  another  year 
is  afforded  us  to  live  under  the  unmutilated  stand¬ 
ards  and  institutions  of  the  church  in  which  we 
v.-ere  born  and  nurtured. 

But  this  is  the  last  year,  it  is  our  solemn  con- 
vicaioii,  in  which  our  church  will  remain  with¬ 
out  essential  changes,  unless  her  children  shall 
tc  roused  to  a  sense  of  their  danger,  and  call  in¬ 
to  vigorous  action  their  united  energies  in  her 
defence.  It  was  under  this  impression,  that  the 
brethren  who  were  instrumental  in  preventing 
the  threatening  evils  to  which  we  have  alluded, 
did,  after  muen  prayerful  deliberation,  ai^iint 
the  undersigned  aa  a  Central  Committee,  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  other  Committees  in  the  several 
Synods  of  our  connection;  and  it  was  their 
judgment  that  the  Synodical  Committees  would 
do  well  to  appoint  and  correspond  with  Commit¬ 
tees  in  such  of  their  Presbyteries  as  they  might! 
believe  lo  be  friendly  to  their  views,  and  disposed 
V)  co-operate  in  giving  efficiency  to  their  {Mans. 

You  cannot  be  ignorant,  dear  brethren,  that 
during  the  lapse  of  several  years,  circumstances 
have  not  unfeequently  occurred,  which  seeined 
to  prognosticate  evil  lo  our  church;  and  which 
awakened  in  the  minds  of  some,  the  apprehen¬ 
sion  that  an  important  crisis  was  approamng. — 
But  willi  many  of  our  ministerial  and  lay  bre¬ 
thren  throughout  (he  country,  we  cherished  the 
hope  that  the  danger  bad  been  magnified  by  fear, 
and  that  no  serious  interruption  to  the  safety 
ami  peace  of  the  church  would  ensue.  This  il¬ 
lusion  of  hope  was  disapated  by  the  last  Assem- 


now  labor  to  get  the  whole  of  these  into  their 
own  hands :  well  knowing,  that  if  this  be  effect¬ 
ed,  they  will  infallibly,  in  a  very  short  time,  go- 
ver^he  church.  For  education  furnishes  mis- 
siot^Pes,  and  missionaries  become  pastors,  and 
pastors,  with  their  ruling  elders,  form  Church 
Sessions,  Presbyteries,  Synods,  and  General  As¬ 
semblies.  The  whole,  it  is  seen  at  once,  is  traced 
back  to  education,  as  a  salient  point ;  and  from 
this,  it  springs  tind  rushes  forward,  thrn^i 
every  channel  of  influence,  till  it  reaches  the  high¬ 
est  liiiiniain  of  power  in  the  General  Assembly. 

At  the  present  moment,  our  Board  of  Missions 
is  experiencing  a  very  distressing  and  embarrass¬ 
ing  want  of  missionaries.  The  destitute  church¬ 
es  are  crying  in  the  most  affecting  manner,  to 
the  Board,  for  the  supply  of  their  necepsities; 
but  how  can  the  Board  satisiy  their  importunate 
demands?  The  Board  can  furnish  funds,  but 
they  cannot  create  missionaries.  Nor  can  they 
take  them  of  all  characters  and  descriptions,  as 
the  voluntary  associations  may,  without  regard 
to  the  correctness  of  their  theological  sentiments 
and  teachings.  The  Board  want  men  of  know¬ 
ledge  and  soundness  in  the  faith,  as  well  as  of 
piety  and  zeal.  Our  churches  ask  for  such,  and 
are  unwilling  to  receive  any  other;  and  the 
Board  are  equally  unwilling  to  send  any  other. 
But  where  are  they  to  be  found  ?  They  cannot 
be  had,  in  number  at  all  adequate  to  the  demand, 
till  they  are  educated.  Our  Education  and  Mis¬ 
sionary  Boards,  therefore,  we  repeat,  must  be 
sustained — must  be  promptly,  and  liberally,  and 


our  clHircIi  and  our  own  hearts,  would  be  in  a 
better  state. 

The  next  is,  the  use  of  “  tdl  lawful  measures 
lo  rouse  up  the  “  bretlircn.”  I  am  very  sorry 
that  they  did  not  recommend,  next  to  prayer,  a

But  how  w 
the  Christian  reader,  of  a  kind  and  praying  spint, 
disappointed,  lo  find  in  quick  succession  after 
prayer,  such  unbrotherly  and  unkind  expressions 
as  these ;  “  Our  opponents,  who  wish  a  ooDtinu-] 
ance  of  the  existing  apathy  and  baneful  security 
of  the  orthodox  part  of  our  church,  cry  ‘  peace, 
when  there  is  no  peace.’  Expose  this  arufice.| 
Peace  indeed  !  Would  to  God  our  peace  had  not 


judge  of  the  matter.  Let  us  look  at  it,  and  look 
into  it,  (bra  moment.  Thechargeis  Ihis.Haditnot 
been  for  the  remarkable  interposition  of  Uie great 
Head  of  the  church,  we  should  have  witnessed, 
at  the  last  As-sembly,  “  the  mutilation,  if  not  the 
j  subversion  of  the  whole  Presbyterian  system.” — 
But  this  is  loo  general.  Here  we  have  too  much 
for  the  mind  to  grasp  and  analyze  at  once.  How 
did  the  majority  attempt  to  bring  about  this  af¬ 
fecting  catastrophe  ?  What  were  their  project¬ 
ed  measures,  deeply  freighted  with  calumny  and 
death  ?  One  of  “  the  most  injurious”  which  was 
“  proposed  and  urged,”  was,  “(Ae  entire  change 
of  the  Missionary  Board  I”  Those  who  have 
read  tlie  Review  and  Vindication  are  apprized, 
that  “  the  entire  change”  of  this  Board  was  ne¬ 
ver  attempted — only  such  a  mudifiraiion  as  to 
render  it,  in  charaeter,  true  to  its  name,  the  Board
